The Easy Bay Municipal Util-

From 
what I_ can tell，our employees 
dont know what's going on， 
They've given in their cards and 
records to the employer，After 
they are given to the employer， 
the papers are filed out and 
returned to the workers who sign 
their names . . . They don't under- 
stand the steps,， Wong noted. 

Much of the EDD evidence is 
based on thousands of photos 
taken while the shop and its 
workers were under slirveillance， 
The workers often visit the shop to 
meet with friends，or to _ use the 
idle machines to repair clothes of 
their own families, Wong said， 

"We agree there shouldnt be 
any- chiselers， but many have 
legitimate claims for unemploy- 
ment， insurance ”and “Partial 
unemployment payments 一 and 
these should be placed in context,” 
Lee explained. 

The seamstresses involved in the 
case, during a meeting with their 
attorneys，told 下 ast/West that 
they were not afraid of -the 
outcome of their case: they know 
that by law they are entitled to 
unemployment _ insurance “pay- 
ments when they are not working 
fulltime，and they felt, that since 
they weren't working enough, the 
payments were all legal. 

FLEXIBILE 

“It has.nothing to do with us， 
Its the employers who fill the 
cards out. How can the employees 
be _ responsiblep The employers 
consent, the employer has to sign 
,，.We only getiit when we dont 
have enough work，explained one 
seamstress，wWho did not want her 
name used because of possible 
embarrassment for her husband. 

The seamstress， who had 
Worked at Naline's for five years， 
enjoys her work there，citing the 
flexible hours and friendly atmos- 
phere among the workers as 
pleasant conditions，First taught 
how to sew while ip high school by 
her mother, the woman has been 
involved in the garment industry 
for over 20 years,，always working 
in_ union shops,， and always paid 
for her work, she said . 

Now able to work quickly，she 
said she has had little trouble 
finding sewing jobs.

Archeological artifacts never 
tour Chinese museums，Mai said， 
but instead remain in the local 
county Or provincial museunm. 
“Each provincial museum reflects 
its Own provincial development 
and history,”he explained. In this 
way，local reslidents can view and 
study things which are familiar to 
them and may have more rele- 
vance, and visitors can See various 
sides of Chinese history, Mai said. 

Only the national museunms in 
Beijing would exhibit a national 
scoOpe of history and archeology， 
Mail added. 


Aside from archeological/his- 
torical museums，China also has 
museums devoted to agriculture 
and art，Mai explained. Addition- 
ally，so-called “Site museums” 
which are devoted to famous cul- 
tural or historical fgures are also 
maintained. This type of museum 
includes such sites as Tu Fu's grass 
hut in Sichuan province， Mai sald， 

Chinese museums charge a small 
admission fee, -Mal sald，with a 
dime fee considered expanslve. 
Most museums are Visited by large 
numbers of People, with weekends 
being the most crowded time. The 
Palace Museum in Beljing，which 
contains various relics and art 
works collected by emperors，is 
the most popular museum nation- 
ally，Mai said.

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Discusses US-China Relations

NEW YORK 一 In a program 
entitled “US-China Relations: An 
Agenda for the 1980s$”held on 
May 7-8, at the Asia Society s new 
$20 million headquarters，several 
noteworthy American Sinologists 
were brought together as panelists 
by the Asian Societys China 
Council，the American Assembly 
and the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. The symposium also 
attracted an audqdience of gifted 
China-watchers ,who gave their 
own interpretations and projec- 
tions for the 1980s during the 
intervals between presentations， 

AGENDA 

The agenda was divided into 
five parts: the past，culture and 
values，economics，seeurity Tela- 
tions and the Taiwan issue. There, 
was a considerable overlap of the 
presentations, anid the focus of the 
speakers did not stay within the 
narrow program boundaries. 

The program Opened with“Per- 
spectives of the past,” chaired by 
Irvin Drasnin of Stanford Univer- 
sity，Drasnin，who produced the 
television documentary “Mis- 
understanding China,” set the 
tone for most-of the presentations 
which followed: data and Pper- 
Sonal experiences were Presented 
with frequent comic relief. 

James Thomson，now with the 
Nieman Foundation for Jour- 
nalism，remarked during his talk 
on the past， that ”American 
attitudes on China had often been 
mijsdirected towards“the eternal 
hope for 400 million customers 
(19th Century).. .converts to 
Protestant Christianity (as 记 the 
Philippines).: .and democracy 半 
Yao Wei，a Peoples Republic of 
China official now doing research 
at the Woodrow Wikon Inter- 
national Center for Scholars， 
countered by saying that while the 
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US had participated ip the 
imperialist epic, it had not led the 
march， 

Yao，who was born in an 
American hospital emphasized 
that most Chinese have“always 
felt:Americans to be:their friends 
.. .American missionaries were 
different.”Americans, in his view， 
have contributed more to China 
than they have taken. He went on 
to say that Americans had built 
more hospitals and schools than 
others, and that these institutions 
have nursed and educated many 


members of Chinas，govern- 


Ient. 
DANGERS 

Thomson, a member of both the 
Kennedy and Johnson State De- 
partment staffs,，stated that the 
US's_ continued desires for 
unreajlistic gains in influencing 
China had been the primary cause 
of the US' radical political mood 
Swings， At one point China was 
the model foreign entity, as in the 
1930s and 1940s, and twenty years 
later Dean Rusk was describing 
the Chinese as “Blue ants with 
nuclear weapons， 

In elosing，Thomson warned 
that we must be wary of the 
dangers ，which -underlie our 
cultural and political transactions 
with China. Thomson's jlist of 
dangers Were: excessive sense of 
American benevolence，“the Open 
Door revisited; ”underestimating 
Chinese nationalism; not realizing 
the existence of indigenous poli- 
tical radicalism and egalitarian- 
ism; dismissing or under- 
estimating the cultural and poli- 
tical chasm separating the two 
countries; exaggerating the effects 
of the death of Mao; miscal- 
culating the_ importance of 
Taiwan, and not working towards 
the Hong Kong formula; contin- 
uing our enthrallment with urban 
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projects， while neglecting the 
importance of the countryside; 
dismissing the Chinese abijlity to 
manipulate foreigners; and allow- 
ing ourselves to become disil- 
lusioned by not achieving our Own 
unrealistic expectations。. 

Yao，who was charged by one 
member of the audience with 
over-emphasizing “the . Russian 
Polar Bear,” stated that .the 
Russians had dealt China its first 


"unequal treaty. He inferred that 


the _ Soviets world threat made 
military preparedness in Chinas 
national interest. However，Yao， 
like his mentor Deng Xiao Ping，is

了 Phillips said that America could 
make special contributions in the 
areas of accounting，managerment 
techniques and selected areas of 
high technology industry， But he 
stressed that we could only be one 
of many influences in China， and 
that we could never, as many have 
hoped in years past，be the 
director of China's progress， 

Phillips noted that American 
investors should not be “de- 
tracted .by short-term -readjust- 
ments that are now being made in 
China,”He also said that America 
has a stake in the development of 
China and its continued stabjl- 
ity。，He emphasized，“We mnust 
contribute where we can,” 

The security relations panel 
included Harry “Harding of 
Stanford and Donald Zagoria of 
Hunter College, City College New 
York.， Harding concentrated on 
analyzing the process of develop- 
ment of US-China security rela- 
tions，while Zagoria discussed the 
need fofr China to be used in the 


.US drive to stop Soviet expansion，， 


Although Zagoria did more sabre 
rattling than events of recent years 
merit, he did defrock more than a 
few cold warriors by saying 
“China is not atrump card.” 

Harding said that 让 was 
impossible for the US to furnish or 
rebuild Chinas outdated army， 
He noted,，“America could not 
afford the 40 to 60 billion dollars 
necessary to bring China to par 
with the Soviet Union.”Zagoria 
also pointed out that this much 
equipment would be “indi- 
gestible.” 了 He stated that for now 
China would have to rely on the 
people's war tacetics because they 
did not have the skilled 
technicians to ”operate more 
complex forms of equipment，nor 
the capital to buy it， 

TAIVWAN: 

The Taiwan portion of the 
program was anticlimnactic, The 
Presentations were skillfully Pre- 
sented, but little new material was 


brought forward. Both Allen 
Whiting， a professor at the 
Unssnrsity of Michigan， and 


Harold Hinton of George Wash- 
ington University， portrayed 
Americas Primary role as that of 
peacemaker in the Beijing- 
Taipei conflict. 

Neither panelist felt Taiwan has 
many options for the future. 
Hinton，who believes that the US 
has short changed Taiwan，said， 

“We abandoned Taiwan without 
eliciting a pledge from Com- 
munist China.”
